THE KEAN TESTIMONIAL. 

Tx prex nting our readers with an engraving of the Kean testimonial 
together with portraits of Mr. and Mrs. Charles Kean, whieh we 
vive on the preceding page, it will naturally be expected that 
we should give a sketch of the lives of these celebrated ornaments 
of the British stage. We must, however, confine ourselves to the 
more prominent events of their lives, for our spacefis too limited for 
anything like a full memoir of an actor and actress who have so 
Jong shone before the public. 

Charles Kean was born on the 18th of January, 1811, in the city 
of Waterford, in the South of Ireland, where also two of the most 
celebrated per formers of the last y present century first inhaled 
the breath of life—we allude to Mrs. Jordan, the mother of the 
Fitzelarence family, and " ^ 

According to Lord M 
still nobler intellect; his f: w- 
dinary and erratic genius, perhaps, that ever illumed the theatrical 
horizon and sunk suddenly in darkness—being the son, according 
to the most received opinion, of Ann Carey, who was the daughter 
of George Saville Carey, the son of Henry Carey, one of the most 
юршаг dramatists of his day, and the reputed author (as well as 

уг, John Bull) of the magnificent national anthem, * God Save the 
King,” whose father—without the intervention of priest or clerk— 
was the celebrated Lord Halifax, the great statesman of the 
Restoration and Revolution. On his mother's side, also, Charles 
Kean can boast—if his own high-acquired fame did not place him 
above such vanity—of what Cobbett used to call * thick blood ;" his 
mother, Mary Chambers, a native of Waterford, being related to the 
noble family of Cuffe. That too common incident in Jrish well- 
born life, when hospitality and improvidence were the order of the 
day, and Bentham and the utilitarian philosophy were unheard of, 
at least beyond St. George's Channel, the rex augusta domi drove 
Mary Chambers on the stage, and while fulfilling an engagement at 
Gloucester she met Edmund Kean, to whom she was marríed, at 
Stroud, in the month of July, 1808. Of this marriage, which, 
owing to the excesses of the gifted husband, was the reverse of 
happy, two sons were the issue: Howard (so called after the Duke 
of Nortolk, who died in infancy, and Charles, the subject of the 
present memoir. When old enough to be removed from his fond 
mother's care, Charles Kean was sent to school, to a Mr. Styles, at 
Thames Ditton, whence, when sufficiently advanced, he was trans- 
ferred to the classical school kept by the Rev. E. Polehampton, 
at Greenford, near Harrow, where the number of pupils was 
limited, and consisted chiefly of the sons of the nobility. From 
this he went to Eton, where he entered às an “ Oppidan," in June, 
1524, his father allowing the liberal sum of £300 a-year for the 
boy's education, maintenance, and pocket-money. His tutor at 
Eton was the Rev. Mr. Chapman, afterwards Bishop of Colombo. 
There he remained three years, during which he made good pro- 
gress in his classical studies, having distinguished himself for his 
age in the composition of Latin verses, as well as in those athletic 
exercises which have so beneficial an effect upon the youth of Eng- 
land in after life. 

He became captain of the “Long Boats"—a high distinction at 
Eton—acquired that expertness in fencing under the instruction of 
Angelo which has since proved so useful to him on the stage, and 
formed the intimate acquaintance of youths, some of whom, such as 
the Duke of Newcastle, the late Earl of Eglinton, Earl Canning, 
and Mr. Gladstone, have since risen to the highest rank of states- 
men in England. As to his own future career, there was the utmost 
possible divergence of feeling, his father wishing him to enter the 
navy, and his mother being in favour of the Church, while the bent 
of his own inclination was for the army. But he was not destined 
to shine in either black, red, or blue, the camp, the pulpit, or the 
quarter-deck. L'homme propose, Dieu dispose. The reckless folly 
of his father, which while it ruined a magnificent mind and dissi- 
pated a noble fortune, scattered all Charles Kean's early prospects 
to the winds. Clouds gathered thickly at home; domestic dissen- 
sions, for which his mother was in no way accountable, were soon 
followed by a monetary crash, and in the beginning of 1827, Charles 
Kean was summoned to Loudon to hear from his parents—then 
living separate—that his collegiate course must soon come to a 
premature conclusion. An ast India cadetship was proposed, but 
though strongly urged by the father, the appointment was declined 
unless a competence was secured to his mother, a condition with 
Which the father was not willing, probably not able, to comply. 
Irritatedat his son's conduct, Edmund Kean threatened to discard him, 
unl asked what he would do when thrown upon his own resources. 
The answer of the boy deserves to be quoted as evidencing a noble 
spirit and the germ of that vocation which, fortunately for the 
British drama, called him to the stage. “In thatcase,” replied the 
son, * I shall be compelled to seek my fortune on the stage, and 
though I may never rise to eminence, [ shall at least obtain a liveli- 
hood for my mother and myself, and be obliged to no one" The 
father smiled in derision, and the son returned to Eton, where he 
remained until the following summer vacation, when his accounts 
were settled and his academical course finally closed. — At this 
period his father joined Charles Kemble at Covent Garden. Price, 
the lessee of Drury Lane, hearing that Charles Kean intended to 
take to the stage as a profession, offered him an engagement for 
three years at £10 a week, subject toan annual increase if he turned 
out a success. Accordingly on the Ist October, 1827, he made his 
first appearance as Young Norval. The house was full, the audience 
Was predetermined to be favourable, and the debut might be con- 
sidered successful. But the newspapers of the next morning came 
out in a full chorus of condemnation. The critics were not ashamed 
to wield all their giant might in crushing a poor boy—not yet seven- 
teon—in his first effort to “earn livelihood for his mother and him- 
self” by the exercise of those faculties which God gave him, for 
Purposes so amiable and so great, but which, of course, time, study, 
anl experience were necessary to develope and to ripen. The sen- 
tence was fatal, for the time, and after lingering for a year at Old 
Drury, during which he made no way as an actor, Charles Kean 
appeared, in April 1828, in Dublin, where he was received with 
warmth, treated with kindness, and generously encouraged. 

After leaving Dublin he went to Glasgow, where he met his 
father, then residing at his cottage in the Isle of Bute, who 
became reconciled to him, and played for his benefit in Howard 
) play of * Brutus.” From Scotland, where he was also 
Well received, he returned to Drury Lane, where the critics pursued 
hin with redoubled animosity, and where lie met, for the first time, 
at Christmas 1828, Miss Ellen Tree, then in the flower of her 
beauty and the full flow of her popularity as one of the most 
graceful, accomplished, and clever actresses whom this country has 
produced. Tn the following year he revisited Ireland, and increased in 
avour in Dublin and Cork. Thence he returned to England, and 
appeared for the first time at the Haymarket, where, at Inst, the 
London critics allowed that he was successful. Having declined 
Mi. Morris's offer of a permanent engagement at that theatre in the 
great tragedy parts, Charles Kean visited the United States, and 
appeared at the Park Theatre, in New York, in September, 1880), in 
“ Richard the Third," which was a decided success. Here fortune 
favoured him for nearly three yc when he returned to England 
and obtained an engagement at Covent Garden from the then lessee, 
Laporte, at £30 a week. During this engagement, an incident of the 
Pow oe and most painful interest occurred.

At this period Mr. Kean was entertained at a banquet at Drury 
Lane, at which the Marquis of Clanticarde presided, and presented 
him with a superb silver vase, value 200 guincas. 

Having revisited the United States, he was burned out of the 
theatre at New York; and narrowly eseaped being killed by fhe 
falling of a heavy weight from the top of the side scenes at Boston. 
On his return home, he appeared at the Haymarket, when he offered 
Bir E. Lytton Bulwer carte blanc for а new play; but the offer was 
politely declined. 

Wo now come to a period connected gyith the most important, 
and the most fortunate event of Charles Kean's life. On the 29th 
of January, 1842, he was married in Bt. Thomas' Church, Dublin, 
to the object of his long-cherished affections, Ellen ‘Tree: and by a 
enrions coincidence, the result of mere accident, the phy for the 
night, the closing one of their professional engagement, was the 
и Honey Moon.” 

And now let us say a word about the other and the gentler 
subject, with whose portrait this memoir is connected. Ellea Tree 
is a younger daughter of a gentleman who held an appointment in 
the now demolished East India louse, and one of four sisters, who 
early showed talents and a taste for the stage, one of whom, 
Maria, who died a few weeks ago as the widow of Mr. Bradshaw, 
formerly a member of parliament for Canterbury, had established a 
reputatíon as one of the most charming English singers and 
actresses of the age, some time before Ellen Tree made her first 
Appearance. “By a rare combination of private and professional 
excellence," to borrow the words of a popular author, * Miss Ellen 
Tree had already (belare her marriage) acquired a handsome inde- 
pendence, and had placed herself in the foremost rank of the dis- 
tinguished females whose names shed lustre on the history of the 
British drama.” Та all parts of the United Kingdom, and throngh- 
out the United States of America Miss Ellen Tree had won an 
enduring celebrity for the brillianey of her parts, the exquisite 
grace and delicacy of her representations, and the stainless purity 
of her life. Her union with Charles Kean has been ап eminently 
happy one, and their joint professional career has been attended 
with honour, fortune, and troops of friends. In August, 1850, Mr. 


and Mrs. Kean commenced that celebrated. management of the 
Princess’ Theatre, which has made its indeliblo impression upon the 
history of the British stage. Who that had the good fortune of 
witnessing the effects of those ten years of inimitable management, 
can ever forget its splendour, its consummate judgment, and its 
refined tasto. 

Our sketch would be imperfect and nnsatisfactory, did we omit to 
mention that Mr. and Mrs. Kean have ever been distinguished for 
their kindness and generosity to the less fortunate members of their 
profession, and that they have an only child, a daughter who 
inherits all her mother's excellent qualities, but is happily spared the 
fearful toil, the constant annoyances, and the ever-corroding anxiety 
of her parents’ incessant labours, which have provided for her an 
independent fortune. 

The Kean Testimonial consists of nine pieces, viz :—one vase, 
two candelabra, fowr dessert stands, and two groups. The groups 
illustrate the two fairy plays of Shakspeare—the * Tempest,” and 
“Midsummer Night's Diam ” one is composed of Prospero (a 
portrait of Mr. Kean), Miranda (a portrait of Mrs. Kean), and Ariel 
—the other of Oberon (a portrait of Miss Chapman), Titania and 
Puck. The candelabra are for five lights, and have upon their bases 
portraits of Shakspeare “O'er canopied with lush, woodbine, with 
sweet musk roses, and with eglantine.” The tragic and comic masks 
rest upon their plynths. The dessert stands are richly decorated 
and have npon fheir stems, in separate shields, the initials of Mr. 
and Mrs. Kean; in panels upon their bases are subjects from 
“Twelfth Night," “ As You Like It,” “Merry Wives of Windsor, 
and “Henry the Fourth (1st Part). The vase and its pedestal are 
devoted to the representation of the localities dear to Mr. Kean and 
his fellow-Etonians (the original promoters of the testimonial), and 
to Mr. Kean's great revivals of Shakspeare's plays—the reliero 
encircling the body of the vase, contains portrait groups of Mr. and 
Mrs. Kean, in the characters from “Lear” “ Macbeth, 
* Richard the Second," “Hamlet,” “Henry the Fifth," “ Winter's 
Tale" “King John,” “Riehard the Third,” “Much Ado About 
Nothing,” “Henry the Eighth," “ Merchant of Venice," and 
figures of Shakspearian tragedy and comedy. Upon the neck of the 
vaso, are medalon тонай of Queen Elizabeth and her Most 
Gracious Majesty Victoria, with their respective grms, terminat- 
ing the body beneath the relievo on ornamental divisions, showing 
some of the wild flowers, mentioned bx Shakspeare. 

The foot is ornamented by English figures of Peas- Blossom, 
Cobweb, Moth, and Mustard Seed; supporting medallions contain 
the portraits of Mr. and Mrs. Kean, and shields with their initials, 
the whole interlaced by sprays of laurel. 

The pedestal contains views of Eton College, seen from the 
river, the Eton ite on the 4th of June, the school-yard, anda 
shield with the inscription :— 

“Presented to Charles John Kean, F.S.A, by many of his 
Fellow-Etonians, together with numerous friends and admirers 
among the Public, as a tribute to tho Genius of a Great Actor, 
and in. recognition of his unremitting efforts to improve the tone 
and elevate the character of the British Stage, March 2nd, 1862. 

The testimonial was entirely designed, modelled, and portraits 
chased by H. IL Armstead, and manufactured by Hunt and 
Roskell, 156, New Bond-street. 

We must add that, in order to preserve the most subtle play of 
assion in the conntenances of Mr. and Mra. Kean, their portraits 
have been most carefully chased by Mr. Armstead—a thing never 

before done, we believe, by any English artist, and the work has, 
in consequence, been rendered thoroughly a work of art. The 
style of the ornamentation is of the early portion of Elizabeth's 
reign, when the works in silver were under the influence of 
Holbein's genius,

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WINDSOR CASTLE 
We have much pleasure in presenting to our readers this week two 
largo engravings—'* Windsor Castle,” aud “The Queen and the 
Royal Family.” The first will be found on page 376, and as it 
possesses such important and interesting associations, we will 
first describe it. Windsor Castle, is the most celebrated for 
antiquity and historical events of all the royal residences. Our 
space, however, will not permit us to trace its first foundation. 
The site was originally chosen, probably, from its elevated posi- 
tiou, as a watch-tower for military purposes; and from its strength 
King John found a secure retreat here during the turbulent times 
and struggles of the barons toobtain the Magna Charter. In 1243, 
Henry ILL, the munificent encourager of architecture, greatly added 
to its strength and beauty ; but its present grandeur is mostly 
indebted to Edward ПТ. 1t was the place of his birth, and he took

From 
Pecbles to Kilso the sal- 
mon and salmon-trout 
are met with in greater 
quantities than in the 
higher portions of the 
Tweed. 

At Dumfries there is 
an ¢ xtensive and some- 
what wild district of fish- 
able grounds lying to the 
west, with a number of 
interesting streams issu- 
ing ont of the mountain 
passes, which are full of 
small trout, and а fair 
sprinkling of salmon.

THE next event in con- 
nexion with Windsor 
Castle isthat of the death 
of his Royal Highness 
Prince Albert — one of 
the most melancholy 
bereavements which this 
country, perhaps, haa 
ever had occasion to 
mourn, not alono from 
the rare and brilliant 
talents of the departed 
Prince, his generous and 
philanthropic nature, but 
as the husband of our 
beloved Queen, and the 
father of the illustrious 
family who are destined 
perhaps to rule not only 
over this country, but 
to occupy important 
positions at the princi- 
pal Continental Courts, 
After three months' ab- 
sence from the scene of 
her great affliction, tha 
Queen has again return 
ed to Windsor, and we 
take the opportunity of 
go an engraving of 
ner Majesty, surrounded 
by those who have now 
so great an occasion to 
lament the loss of a most 
estimable father,to whom 
they were all endeared, 
and whose place can 
never again be filled.

The Queen, on Saturday last, laid the first stone of the maysoleum 
in Froemore-vardens, in Which are to be deposited the remains of her 
dearly loved husband the Prince Consort, and vftimately her own. 

Her Majesty, in performing this act of reverential and devoted 
affection, was surrounded by all her children now in England, and 
was attended by the ladies and gentlemen of her Household in 
Waiting, and those who had in any way specially attended upon 
the Prince. Her Majesty, supported by the feeliag of a sacred 
nature of the duty she had to perform, was able to complete tho 
coremony, and after the stone was laid, the Dean of Windsor said 


a prayer asking God's blessing ou the work. The few carefully 
selected persons who were permitted to be present were assembled 
upon the ground at twelve o'clock, and her Majesty, with no 
attendants but the royal childreu, proceeded on foot tat, Frogmore 
Honse (whither her Majesty had previously come in а carriage in 
the most private manner) to the spot where the stone was prepired. 
Upon the stone is the following inscription :—“ The foundation- 
stone of this building, erected by Queen Victoria in pious remem- 
brance of her great and good husband, was laid by her on the 15th 
day of March, А.р. 1862. ‘Blessed are they that sleep in the 
Lord?” "Phe building is to be erected under the superintendence of 
А. J. Humbert, Esq., architect; and the reclining statue of the 
Prince will be executed by Baron Marochetti. Her Majesty had 
wished that this mournful ceremony should take place upon the 
first anniversary of the death of her revered mother the Duchess 
of Kent, but as that day was Sunday, the eve of the anniversary 
Was selected. 

According to the present arrangements, her Majesty tho Queen 
will leave Windsor tle on or about the third day of the ensuing 
month, and return to Osborne, Lele of Wight. 

Mer Majesty contemplates visiting the Highlands at an carly 
period, and returning to Windsor from Balmoral in June. 

After a stay of about a fortnight at the Castle, the Queen will 
proceed to Osborne, and again visit Balmoral towards the end of 


Her Majesty, we are happy to learn, is in the enjoyment of ex- 
cellent health, and takes her daily walks and drives iu the quiet 
iud secluded space of the Home-park. None of the royal family 
have been seen in Windsor since the return of tlie Queen to the 
Castle, and the only indication of the Court being there is the 


waving of the royal standard on the Round ‘Tower, the absence of 
military niu-ie on mounting the Castle guard, and the closing of 
the state apartments. The day after the return of the Court to 


Windsor the evening was closing and all had left the chapel, 
the Queen mpanied by four of the royal Princesses, entered 
the sacred editice by the private entrance leading from the deanery ; 
the illustrious but pricf-stricken party advanced to the bottom of 
the altar-steps, where a brass plate indicates the entrance to the 
royal vault, beneath which the remains of the late Prince Consort 
are temporarily deposited. Here they remained in contemplation 
for a short time, and each having placed wreaths of flowers on the 
cold marble which covers the grave, again retired. 

Owing to the unfavourable state of the weather, the Queen did 
not leave Windsor Castle on Monday.

For some time after the first gun was fired in the American war, 
the Confederates were constantly spoken of as “ten millions,” | 
whereas the total population—white and black, free and slave—of 
the Seceding States scarcely exceeds nine millions, and that of these 
nine the slaves constitute all but four millions. ‘The whites of all 
orders and all ages are only 5,231,447. Here, then, there should 
be an end of all talk of the eight or nine millions of Confederates. 
From the infant in arms to the oldest inhabitant—from the Con- 
federate Ministers to the loyal conspirators who keep their Union 
flag furled in darkyess till they can set it up in the sunlight—from 
the owner of a thousand slaves to the * mean white” who eats clay 


| angi 


and soaks it with whiskey—they are undor five millions and a 
quarter. Without dwelling on auything doubtful, or arguiug upon 
an uncertainty, we may just remark that a. change of tone is very 
perceptible in both countries about the existence of a Union party 
in the Soceding States, on the one hand, aud about the power of 
the Confederates to hold out, on the other. There is no doubt 
whatever about the fears of the lending Becessionists that they are 
surrounded ру Unionists, whom they cannot repress much longer if 


the Federal armies approach; and in England some of us are 
beginning to remember that there ave hilly districts in the Blaye 
States where the cultivators have Leen trying to get rid of slavery 
for many years. As for tho other point, we have always believed 
that the Confederates. must succumb us surely as they were 
properly attacked, The havo never been properly attacked 
till uow ; and now they are giving way at all points. There are as- 
pects of greater certainty, however, ou which we are more anxious 
to speak at this moment. Now that there isa probability of some 
sort of settlement, of the strife, we hear it said almost every day, 
that afterall that has been related by Olmsted, and all that is taken 
for granted by anti-slavery people, about slavery wearing out the 
soil, it may be all а mistake; and that one circumstance which 
seems to show that it is a mistake is, that the planters have not 
migrated into Arizona and some Aher пом territory, as they would 
have done if they needed a fresh area for their slaves. As the rela- 
tions between North and South depend mainly on this question, it 
ought to be understood by all the world. If, while enjoying the 
privilege of the three-fifths suffrage, the South has been unable to 
sustain her political supremacy, and if, with her superior soil and 
climate, her numbers and her wealth show so miserably in com- 
parison with those of other new countries, she manifests 
pretty plainly what a curse slavery had been to her. But 
there is more direct evidence for all who haye ever been 
there, or have conversed with the citizens of the Slave 
States. To have travelled through Eastern Virginia and North 
Carolina is enough; and according to De Bow, Alabama and 
Mississippi now show little better. he citizens declare that it 
cannot be otherwise, because negroes are capable only of the lowest 
order of agricultural labour. What other people may think about 
this, aud what the truth may bo, is not the question here. Our con- 
coru ds with what the planters and overseers say ; and they say that 
under their system of labour the land can never be saved from ex- 
haustion, and they must for ever have need of a fresh area for their 
tillage, The slaveholders have till now depended on the North, 
or ou the free population of the hills, oron Europe, for the means of 
migrating when their estates were worn out, and this consideration 
ought to be kept full in view by the Washington Government and 
by бе Northern citizens, and by us, when the hour of. negotiation 
arrives. We must remember that there must have been a reason 
for the eagerness to annex Cubaand the Central American States on 
tlie part of men who never showed and desire to eross the Missis- 
sippi. We must remember that vigorous efforts were made to turn 
the course of British emigration towards Texas, while it still 
belonged to Mexico, and that vast bribes were offered to Euro 
peans or Northern citizens who were supposed likely to send white 
settlers into the provinee. We must remember that T

actually entered upon by hill farmers before a single planter car- 
ried a single slave there. We must remember the settlement of 
Florida, and the Seminola war there. The real story of that war 
was that the slaveholders used the United States forces to recover, 


not only their slaves who had Ней to the Indians, but the children 


born of negro mothers and Indian fathers, on the principle of 
slaveholding law, that the children follow the fortunes of the 
mother. Those of us who have seen will be sure to remember the 


sh of mind of the Northern citizens who discovered too late 
that they and their gallant sons had been fighting the Indians to 
recover the human property of a handful of slaveholders. The 
slaveholders learned, then and there, the lesson not to settle 
among the Indians, but to send cmigrants to clear them out, or 
drive them off. before negroes were trusted on new soil. Arizona 
abounds with Indians, and it is therefore not settled yet by planters, 
These are matters which must be remembered amidst all specula- 


tions about terms of settlement. If slavery requires new soil, and 
if the slaveholders must depend on the North or on Europe for the 
settlement of that new seil, the North and Europe have the fate 
of slavery in their own hands. И the Washington Government 
considers itself bound not to interfere with ana institution in the 
several States, it still has a clear right to decline any imposition on 
the citizens generally of any obligation to sustain a bad institution, 
By simply refusing any sort of participation in slavery, the Federal 
Government will practically doow slavery to extinction.

Two of the greatest constitutional monarchs of the Continent have 
shown that they can and will govern a little if they please, and in 
neither instance is the occasion of their interference quite what 
could be wished. The King of Prussia has chosen to prevent his 
Ministry from retiring, and has compelled them to dissolve. This 
Ministry has long been desirous of resigning, for it consists of two 
sections too far removed in principles from each other to work well 
iu concert. About НА the Cabinet is composed of men who have 


ted the policy of the reactionary body, so long triumphant in 
Prussia. The other half see what Prussia must be if she is to be 
great, and they are desirous of holding her out to Germany as a 
fitting head of the Liberal section in every State. The members of 
the Lower House wished to clear Prussian policy from any con- 
nection with the retention of Venetia by foree. They considered 
it their duty to protest against the bondage in which the united 
strength of Austria and Prussia has for ten years or more kept the 
wretched inbabitauts of Hesse-Cassel. But the Ministers would 
not tolerate such audacity. It was for the King, and not for mise- 
rable deputies, to determine whether the blood and money of Prussia 
should be lavished in the defence of Venetia. At last, the Chainber* 
took what seems the very harmless step of asking that when they 
voted the Budget, they might be assured the money voted for ono 
object would not be applied to another and a wholly different one. 
This was too much for the King, so he has sent them all back to 
the places from which they came; and the Government has issued 
a manifesto informing the electors that what has happened ought to 
be a warning to them, and that if they are wise they will now re- 
turn none but prudent persons, who will encourage the King and 
not thwart him, and who will represent the proper national belief 
that the King knows far Letter than his subjects cau do what is 
good for them. The King for the moment is master of the situation. 
He tells the Deputies to go, and they have to disperse—he tells his 
Ministers to stay, and they are obliged to hold office. Victor 
Emmanuel has also done something more than reign. Не has dis- 
missed a very proud, upright, and unpopular person, and got a man 
more to his own taste. It was, unless rumour is very wrong, the 
companions of the King's leisure hours who brought about this 
change. They happened to be well inclined to M. Rattazzi, and did 
not like to see their friend out of office. So, for а long time, the 
King has been prompted to insist on having Rattazzi in the Cabinet 
But before tlie proper distribution of offices was arranged, M. Rattazzi 
set off to Paris, and had his interview with the Emperor; and Baron 
Ricasoli did not like this. The visit might not mean anything 
wrong but Italy could scarcely call herself independent if her 
Ministers were summoned to Paris to take directions before they 
entered on their official duties. The moment at last arrived when 
the efforts of the Palace coterie were rewarded; and at the critical 
instant, an jntimation is said to have been received from France 
that a substitute of Hattazzi for Ricasoli would meet with the hearty 
approbation of Victor Emmanuel's big friend. So Baron Ricasoli 
has had to retire; and Italy has passed under the sway of a Minister 
who can go up the back-stairs as well as the front-stairs of the 
Palace whenever he pleases. № із а great risk for а monarch to 
thrust on the nation a Minister who has the credit of obsequiousness 
tu a foreign Power. It may be wise, if an extreme necessity demands 
it, but as far as we know, it has been done, not because it was uu- 
avoidable, but simply because it was acceptable to a у small 
clique. A despot with a hardened conscience aud an irresistible 
army could hardly do more by a single act to commit the nation 
over which he ruled than Victor Emmuanucl has done by availing 
himself of a power which the Constitution indisputably permitted 
him to exercise. Не did not even actually turn the Ministers out. 
He only let it be known that he would willingly see them go; and 
yet, Ly this slight interforence, he has hazarded many of the things 
which it has cost Italy so much trouble to win. If the memory of 
the Prince Consort needed any new testimonial to the value of 
what we have lost, Englishmen might find it in two such remark- 
ablo instances of the errors from which the Prince's wisdom and 
honour во long contributed to protect the greatest of constitutional 
monarchios.

CRICKET. 
THE ELEVEN OF ALL ENGLAND IN AUSTRALIA. 
(From the Melbourne Argus.) 


PASSING over the events which took place upon the landing of the 
All-England Eleven—the procession which followed them from 
Sandridge ¿pto Melbourne—the crowd assembled outside the Cafe 
of Messrs. Spiers and Pond, entre preneurs—and the exeitement 
which prevailed throughout Melbourne cach succeeding day as to 
where they were practising—we will give a hasty sketch of the 
several matches in which they have еси enga;red since their arrival. 
The weather during the four days of the Melbourne match was 
splendid, the heat not being sufficiently great to be oppressive upon 
the players, tempered as № was by a pleasant south wind. The 
preparations for accommodating the thousands expected were all eom - 
pleted in good time, and have proved to be most perfect, From an 
early hour in the morning people might be scen wending their way 
to the one great centre of attraction from all quarters. Melbourne 
appeared bent on making holiday, and very well she suceeeded, for, 
whilst the day was yet young, the large el et reserve was crowded 
—the spacious Grand Stand, which is of larger proportions than 
any yet erected in England, was rapidly filled, aud the hill joining 
the reserve was covered with dense masses of people. It was not 
until shortly before twelve o'clock, when a Joud cheer announced 
the arrival of the Eleven, that it was possible to form an estimate 
of the vast assemblage. The scene was then one eyer to be 
remembered by those who witnessed it, aud was oue which could 
only have been exhibited in a British colony. The ovation given 
to the Eleven was no mere demonstration, but it was one coming 
spontaneously from the breasts of all, and continued until the Eleven 
were escorted to their pavilion. It was originally intended by the 
Vietorians that twenty-two should be the number opposed to the 
All-England in the first match. Upon the representations of Mr. 
Н. H. Stephenson, the number was reduced to eighteen, and 
although at the time of the discussion many of the Victorians thought 
they were hardly treated fairly in having their team reduced, any 
fecling of dissatisfaction was only momentary George Marshall 
who had been appointed captain of the Eighteen, having won 
the toss, sent in his men, and in a few minutes all was eagerness 
and anxiety. During the progress of the game, it was 
amusing to witness the various feelings by which the spectators 
were influenced. At one time cheering the visitors, and then the 
Victorians—in fact, there appeared to be a desire to praise eye 
оне. Shortly after five o'clock the last of the Victorian wickets fell 
for 118 runs. The Eleven commenced their innings on the ваше 
day, and Bennett and E. Stephenson made 6 each by the time the 
stumps were drawn. On the second day the attendance was nearly 
as large as on the first. The Eleven resumed their innings and 
continued in all day; in fact, the notion abroad was, that they did 
not intend to go out. Great things they knew were expected of 
them, and great things they were determined to do. At the close 
of the day they had scored 185, with the loss of four wickets. 
Bennett, 11; Stephenson, 34; Mudie, 22; and Griffith, 61. Great 
was the rejoicing when Griffith was caught by Butterworth, as the 
“lion hitter” had given the field plenty of fatigue, and had proved 
most dangerous with his left-han play. On the third day, 
Caffyn proved that Griffith had a worthy successor in him, by 
making the top score of 79 before he was caught at mid-wicket by 
O'Mullane, one of the colt players. Iddison made 31; Н. Н. Bte- 
phenson, 2; Laurence, 20; Sewell, 8; Mortlock, 11; and Hearne, 
8; amounting, with “sundries,” to 805. The Victorians, no way 
intimidated, went in pluckily for their second innings, which con- 
tinued over the next—the fourth day. There was a falling off in 
the batting, however, and the wickets fell fast, until all were down 
for 91 runs. Thus the Eleven were the winners of their first match 
by 96 runs and one innings. A few days after the match they pro- 
ceeded to Beechworth, where they played against twenty-two of 
that district. It was intended to carry the match oyer three days; 
but. owing to the short work made of the Beechworth men, tlie 
balance of the third day was occupied by a single-wicket match, in 
which Griffith. with three fielders, played eleven of the district. In 
the first mateh the Eleven made 264, against 20 and 53 of the T wenty- 
twoin two innings. In the second match the Eleven of Beechworth 
scored a “no ball" and no runs. Griffith made four or five, and 
was not out. 

This-year the seventh inter-colonial match was played in Mel- 
bourne, and resulted jn favour of Victoria by nearly one innings. 
ii was then arranged that a match should be played between the 
two Colonial Elevens and the All-England men. Great interest 
was attached to the contest, ав it was well known that Syduey ex- 
celled us in fielding. "Phe first day being wet, did not give sufli- 
cient time for concluding the game, whieh was pronounced a 
“draw,” much to the disappointment of the public, as it was getting 
very exciting. The allies went in first and scored 158, and the 
Eleven 111. In their second innings the Twenty-two made 144, 
and the Eleven had 186 to get to tie. 

The last match to be played by them before leaving for Byduey 
come off at Geelong on Monday, Tuesday, and Wednesday last. 
There they were again victorious by a large majority. The Gee- 
long men went in first, and made 111, the wenty-two being sup- 
plemented. by several players from Melbourne. In their second 
innings they made only 80, although they played very cautiously 
and carefully. The Eleven scored 128 in their first innings, and it 
remained for the two, Stephenson and Mudie, to make up 64 with 
the aid of 13 “sundries,” and thus finish the game by a majority of 
one run and nine wickets. 

Altogether, however, we have no reason to be ashamed of our 
cricketers. It is now seen that education is required in cricket as 
in other things, and already have our players learned n 
from their English friends.

DETERMINED SUICIDE AT SHOREDITCH.—Last Saturday evening, 
between seven and eight o'clock, a determined act of self-destruc- 
tion was committed by a man named Thomas Fauch, aged sixty- 
four years, a builder, residing at No. 22, Felton-street, Whitmore- 
road, Hoxton. Ме had becu missed for a few hours, when the 
landlady went up to his room and knocked at the door, but not 
receiving any answer, the landlord made a forcible entry, and then 
discovered the deceased in a sitting position, with a rope round his 
neck, which was made fast to the top rail of the bedstead. Tifo 
was extinct. Edward Waller, the coroner's officer, took charge of 
the body. He then searched the boxes, and found several valuable 
articles and documents relating to property, which were sealed up 
for the inspection of the coroner. The deceased had no relatives, 
and it is believed that he has left some funded property. 

Ах Orp Woman Вевхт то DEATH.—A most lamentable ocenr- 
rence took place in Hull on Saturday morning last, which resulted 
in the death of à woman named Margaret Clark, aged 70 years, 
She was an inmate of Gregg's Hospital, situated in Posterngate, and 
retired to rest about nine o'clock on the previous Friday evening, 
leaving a very large fire in the room. About three o'clock on 
Saturday morning, another inmate was awoke by a smell of burn- 
ing. She got out of bed, and discovered that the room of the 
deceased was on fire. An alarm was raised, and on entering the 
room a fearful scene presented itself. The room was enveloped in 
flames, and its occupant was discovered lying partly upon the bed. 
She was burnt almost to a cinder, and was of course quite dead. 1t 
is not known as yet how the fire originated. 


HARTLEY COLLIERY.—The fatal pit at Hartley is now as silent 
as the grave, all work in the shaft having been totally discontinued. 
The pumps have been brought out, and the water in the pit has 
risen above the yard seam, where, it will be recollected, the dead 
men were found after the late terrible accident. The mouth of the 
shaft is railed off, and scarcely any one but occasionally a curious 
visitor is to be seen on the high platform. The engines are quiet, 
and the metal about them is being weighed, with a view to selling 
it. The portion of the beam that fell into the pit has not been seen 
since the accident, and it appears that there is no probability of an 
attempt being made to resume the working of the colliery. “It may 
be, therefore, that the ponderous beam will remain submerged for 

years, or even for ages, before it shall be again brought piecemeal, 
if at all, to the surface of the earth, whence it descended with such 
fell results. From the oflicial returns, it appears that 202 men and 
boys were killed in the mine, and five by the falling of the cage, 
making a total sacrifice of 207 lives. The widows and other rela-

Tue MAUNE vor 'TUNNELLING THE Arrs. — This very in- 
genious piece of mechanism has just been completed by the firm of 
Hawks, Crawshay, aud Co., and in а short time it will Le tested at 
the Claxton Quarry, on the Sunderland-road, where it now is. 
This machine was originally intended to be employed in under- 
mining Sebastopol. Should its trial prove satis, it will be 
speedily forwarded to Mount Cenis. The engine for propelling: tlie 
cutting machine resembles a locomotive engine, and is mounted on 
very low wheels, It has no funnel on the top, probably on account 
of the limited height of the tunnel, but the steam will be emitted at 
one end. The cutting machine, to which the engine will be attached, 
resembles a large wheel, aud a double row of knives or teeth of the 
finest steel are arranged on what may be termed. the spokes of this 
immense wheel The knives of the machine are placed against the 
rock intended to be cut, and the wheel revolves and is pressed for- 
ward at the same time against the rock, cutting a large cireular 


hole. A series of iron rakes are also attached to the machine. for 
removing the fragments of the rock ent out bythe knives. New 
machines for cutting the great tunnel through the Alps were sue- 


cessfully tried at Modane some time ago; and the machine maun- 
factured by Hawks, Crawshay, and Co, it is believed, will Le 
employed in the same great underta The length of the tunnel 
already cut is 1,680 metres, of which 738 are on the French sile, 
and 950 on the Italian side.

hun, he was satistied she had stolen the property in question. She admitted 

iat -he had made away with different articles, and shortly after she left 
bor hushand. This was about three months after marriage, and the peti- 
tioner lost sight of the respondent until the year 1859, when she was dis- 
covered living with a Mr, Roberts, who had married her sister, at 49, Car- 
naby-street, Golden-square. She went by her maiden name of Bewsey, 
nnd supported herself цу waistevat making. On the 18th of November, 
1555, she was traced to a public-house in Newington-causeway in company 
with Smith, and was afterwards seen to go with him into a house of accom- 
modation in the neighbourhood, where they remained for about half-an- 
hour. Two letters were also put iu as evidence, which were written by the 
respondent to Smith, making appoiutments to meet him. The chief 
witness was a person named Martin, an ex-policeman, who deposed to 
having seen Mra Wheddon in company with the co-respondent at a public- 
house in Newington-causeway, and to having traced them to a house of 
ill fame, In the course of a very long cross-examination it was elicited 
trom him that he had been employed by the petitioner, and he gave u 
most confused and improbable narrative of what he witnessed. Dr. Spinks. 
widressed the court for the respondent, contending that his client was 
not the woman who had been seen with the co-respondent, and that in 
point of fact there had been a collusive attempt to get up à sham case 
ugainst her. The plot, however, had completely broken down, the 
evidence of Martin and other witnesses who [Lm been called to make out 
the identity being eontradietory and obviously false. "The jury instantly 
brought in a verdict declaring that the respondent was uot gulity of the 
charge of adultery brought against her. The learned judge theu called 
upon the witness Martin to stand forward. He was placed upon the tioor 
of the court. The judge then addressed him, and said that he had beeu 
guilty of wilful and corrupt perjury in respect to tho evidence which he 
had given in this case, which was a gross conspiracy to bring a charge of 
idultery against the respondent. He therefore ordered that Martin be 
mitted to stand his trial for perjury at the next session of the Central 
Criminal Court, Martin was accordingly given into the custody of the 
oflicer of the court, in order to his committal to the Queen's Bench prison. 
Buil, however, would be allowed to be taken for his appearance in the sum 
of £50, Sir C. Cresswell said thero was another person who, if ho were 
there, he would likewise have committed for perjury, and he did 
not know that he. would not communicate with the Attorney-General, iu 
order toa prosecution being instituted. 


SURREY SESSIONS. 


Fabre Crvetty TO a Cmnirp.—William Mark Fry, of Woodbine 
tage, Southumptou-street, Camberwell, was indicted for cruelty to 
Edward Mark Fry. aged ten years, bis son. Mr. Robinson, instructed by 
the parish authorities of Camberwell, prosecuted; and iu opening the 
case, observed that the prisoner held a respectable position as u carpenter, 
and he had three children by a former wife, one of which was the subject 
ot this inquiry, There was a stepmother, and the poor child was not only 
неее but most brutally ill-treated He had a chain and heavy 
log of wood constan fastened to his leg. he was compelled to 
do all the dirty we in the house, and he was literally starved. 
The prisoners excuse was that the child was u thief, but he (Mr. 
Robinson) should be able to show that the cruelty was unnecessary und 
beyond all human thought. The child only ghed thirty-six pounds 
when discovered by the parish, but by kind care he was improved and 
gained six pounds, and has worn oif a little of his lameuess. ‘The learned 
*oumnsel went carefully through the evidence, and called varions witnesses, 
amongst whom was the poor boy. The boy said he was about ten years 


of age. He recollected having the chain and log of wood put on his leg 
last winter, His father said he put it ou because he was a bad boy, anda 
thief. He said he stole apples and potatoes from the house, Witness did 


not do that, He did once take a halfpenny from the window, and found 
a penny in the play-ground. He never took any money out of the house 
but the halfpenny. He never took his father's tools, The iron belt was put 
round his ancle, and fastened so that he could not move it. (The poor child 
here showed how it was fastened, and exhibited his legs.) The chain 
was fastened to a staple in the floor. He slept on au old pair of trousers, 
and had an old coat to cover him. That was 211. He was left fastened 
down in that way for a week, but for ten months had the log to his leg, 
he slept up-stairs, and bad to carry it up tobed. He, however, generally 
slept in the back kitchen. He had to chop wood, carry pails of water, 
sifteinders, and other jobs by direction of his mother-in-luw. The chain 
hurt him at trst, but he got used toit. The ring slipped a little. He had 
two slices of bread for his breakfast, with dripping and treacle. He had 
meat on Sundays. He had the same, bread, &c., for his dinner and tea on 
other days. His trousers were cut to enable him to get them off at night time. 
Ніч mother-in-law had bacon and eggs for tea sometimes, and his step- 
brothers aud sisters had it. His brotherdid not have any. He had his 
food in the washhouse, and they had their food in the parlour. On the 
zsth of February witness got a hatchet, and chopped away at the chain 
until tho staple came out of the wood. He was glad of thut—(seusation) 
—uud ran away to Mr. Purday's who took him to the constable, and then 
to Mr. Clifford at the workhouse. He felt nicely now, but his ancle 
was sore, and hart him. The chairman directed him to bare his leg.— 
The constable here assisted him to pull his stockings oif, when the mark 
of the ring was very apparent on one of his legs just above the ancle. The 
leg was also bent from the weight of the log. After several witnesses had 
been examined, the jury returned a verdict of guilty on two counts—doing 
grievous bodily harm and assault They also recommended that the poor 
child should be taken care of by the parish authorities. The chairman 
said it Was the worst case that had been before the Court for many years, 
and the sentence would be three years’ penal servitude. 


ASSIZE COURTS. 

ATTEMPT To PorsoN A Wire AT. Mippiesnro’.—Richard Buckle, aged 
15, was charged at the recent assizes with feloniously administering one 
ounce of laudanum to Jane Buckle, his wife, with intent to murder her, at 
Middlesbro’ on the 26th of June last. On the day stated the prisoner was 
а police-oflicer in the Middlesbro’ force, His wife had been complaining 
o! pain, and he gave her a dark brown liquid, which he directed her to 
take previous to retiring to bed, and to say nothing about it tu her sister, 
Who was then in the house. This request on the part of the prisoner 
Aroused the suspicion of his wife, and she thereupon informed her sister of 
the circumstance. On entering her bedroom Jane Buckle took half of the 
liquid only, and not the whole, as her husband desired. Atan early hour 
on the following morning the poor woman became dangerously ill. She, 
however, recovered, and no notice was taken of the matter. In about a 
fortnight afterwards the prisoner brought home a powder, which he said 
he had got for her from a person named Hopper. This powder, in the 
absence of the prisoner, his wife took frum his coat pocket, and substituted 
in its place a powder similar in appearance, composed of sugar und flour. 
lhe powder in the prisoaer's pocket was taken to Mr. Dickinson, chemist, 
and he having made an analysation, discovered that the powder con- 
tained a considerable quantity of strychnia, When the powder was 
found to be poisonous, the prisoner" , who was in fear of her life, 
lett her home with her child, and informed the police of what had 
occurred, The prisoner was apprehended and tried at the last Yorkshire 
Winter gaol delivery, on the charge of attempting to administer strychnia 
to his wife, but the evidence failed, and the prisoner was acquitted; the 
present charge, therefore, of adiffinistering the laudanum, was preferred 
against him. It was shown that the prisoner possessed himself of the 
laudanum under the pretence that his wife was afllicted with toothache, 
and that he administered it to her.—Guilty. Sentence of death was 
recorded against the prisoner, his lordship intimating that the punish- 
ment would be commuted to penal servitude for life. 


Resn's Sox.—At the Norfolk quarter sessions, which closed last week, 
James Blomtleld Rush, eldest son of the notorious murderer of that name 
who h 15 for many months past been almost constantly in the hands of the 
local police, was charged with burglary. The chairman (Mr. E. Howes.

A fortnight 
ago there was a terrible explosion of a boiler ut the Corbyns Hall Iron- 
works, by which the three deceased were killed, and other workmen were 
very seriously injured. The prisoner was the engineer, aud had the care 
of the boiler at the time of the explosion, and the boiler was known to be 
in good working order, The cause of the explosion wes attributed to the 
engineer allowing the water in the boiler to subside too low. The case had 
been opened and the facts stated, when his lordship expressed an opinion 
that a charge of manslaughter against the prisoner could not be supported 
The prisoner was accordingly acquitted. 


POLICE COURTS, 
MANSION HOUSE. 


ATTEMPTED Svictpr.—A_ well-dressed, genteel-looking young woman, 
Apparently 24 years of age, who gave her name as Jane Smith, but 
who refused to give her address, was brought up on remand, before Sir 
Robert Carden, who sat on Saturday for the Lord Mayor, charged with 
unlawfully attempting to take her own life by throwing herself into the 
Thames. Police-constable, 576, stated, that on Sunday the 8th inst., about 
half-past twelve, he was on duty on London-bridge, when the defendant 
was given into his custody for having thrown herself into the Thames. He 
tried to persuade her to go home, but she said she was determined to 
drown herself, and would not go home. He expostulated with her, but all 
to no purpose, She would not go home, and he took her to the station. 
The defendant made no answer when asked what she bad to say to the 
charge, and as she stil] refused to give her address, or to give any account 
of herself, she was remanded till this day, when she told Sir Robert she 
was very sorry, and would never attempt such & thing again if he would 
discharge her. Sir Robert Carden told her he had beeu informed that she 
had been in custody for a similar offence, and she then promised she would 
never attempt it again, and, having broken that promise, he could not see 
how ‘he could trust her. She ought to be aware that she had com- 
mitted a very grave offence, for which she was liable to be sent to Newgate 
and sentenced to two years’ imprisonment. He then asked how she got 
her living. She said she had been in service. Partridge, the gavler, said 
he had ascertained she was a married woman. Defendant said that was 
quite true, and her husband was in Guy's Hospital, where he had been for 
the last three months, Sir Robert Carden said there was something extra- 
ordinary in the case, and, he was afraid, more at the bottom than could 
be seen at present, and ti further inquiries must be made in the matter. 
Defendant said she hoj the Alderman would discharge her, as, И her 
husband knew what she had been doing, it would, perhaps, make him 
worse. Sir Robert said her husband certainly would know of it, and, if it 
did make him worse, she would have herself and no one else to thank for 
it. He did net intend to part with her until inquiries had been made. The 
defendant was then remanded, and the Alderman gave the constable in- 
structions to make every inquiry about her, and report the result when she 
was brought up again. 

CHARGE or EmBEzZLEMENT.—Simon Phillips, described as a butcher, 
was brought before the Lord Mayor, charged with embezzling several 
sums of money, to the amount of £4 4s, the moneys of his employer, 
Isaac Lialter, butcher, of Petticoat-lane. It appeared that the prisoner 
was in the employment of the prosecutor as journeyman, and was in the 
habit of taking meat home to his master's customers and receiving the 
money for it; and it was-his duty to account for what he received as soon 
as he came in. Fer some time past—since the beginning of January last— 
the prisoner had not accounted for any money from one of his customers 
named Spring, in Trinity-square, Borough, and upon his master questioning 
him abowt it, he replied that the gentleman was out of town, and the 
account would be paid upon his returu. Mr. Lialter, however, having 
some suspicion, sent to Mr. Sprinz, and ascertained that the money had 
been paid, and on Saturday, upon his return from Mr. Sprinz's, where he 
had been to take a joint of meat, which came to 9s. 4d., the prosecutor 
asked him to aceount for all the money he had received, and he said that 
he tirst lost half-a-sovereign, aud he had then been led into bad company 
and spent the rest, The prisoner was committed for trial.

JEWEL RonBERY.—A man of elegant and even prepossessing appearance, 
who said his name was John Jenkins, was brought up on а charge of 
larceny, and was now further charged with stealing £150 worth of 
jewellery. Mr. Warrand, solicitor to the Association for the Prosecution 
of Shoplifters and Fraudulent Assistants, attended to conduct the prosecu- 
tion against the prisoner, on the charge of stealing £150 worth of 
jewellery from Messrs. Harding and Son, of Kegent-street, jewellers, 
while engaged in their service as assistaut The charge of larceny, on 
which the prisoner was in the tirst instance brought before the magistrate, 
was of the ordinary character. The prisoner had entered a coffee-house 
in Long-aere, and after taking some refreshment, stood up to leave the 
room. Mr. May, & commercial traveller, who was dining at the «ame 
coffee-house, had left his great-coat hanging om a peg against the wall. 
The prisoner in passing laid hold of the coat, and was walking away with 
it, but perceiving that he was observed by Mr. May, he darted out of the 
coffee-house, and took to his heels. Mr. May followed him, and after ¡a 
long pursuit, winding in and out through various bye-streets, caught him 
in the Seven-dials, and gave him in custody to a policeman of the F 
division. At the station-house the prisoner gave a variety of false 
addresses, but he mentioned one address at which he really had lived 
some time back. Sergeant Ackrill, of the F division, the officer instructed 
to investigate the case, traced out a variety of particulars from the clue 
afforded by the one genuine address which the prisoner had given, and 
ascertained that he had formerly been an assistant in the service of 
Messrs. Harding and Son, jewellers, of Regent-street. About fifty 
pawnbrokers' duplicates, relating to articles of jewellery pledged at various 
pawnbrokers in all parts of London, had been found on the prisoner, and 
from the inquiries which Ackrill had made, he ascertained that the whole of 
these articles, amounting in value to £150 or £200, had been stolen from 
the establishment of Messrs. Harding and Son, during the time that the 
prisoner was engaged as assistant there. Не had left the service of 
Messrs. Harding about fifteen months back. The prisoner admitted that 
he had himself purchased the articles of jewellery. He was committed for 
trial on the charge of stealing the coat, and also on the charge of stealing 
£150 worth of jewellery from Messrs, Harding. А 

t ACCIDENTS WILL Harpes." —Henry Stearn and Thomas Curtis wer? 
charged with picking pockets. Sergeant Holmes deposed that abo t 
half-past eleven o'clock on the morning of Thursday week, he was stand- 
ing iu Bow-street, speaking to Mr. Harrison, now present, when he saw 
the prisoners following gentlemen, and trying their pockets, After wateh- 
ing them some time he saw Curtis draw a handkerchief from a geutle- 
man’s pocket. The prisoners then separated, and ran away in dillerent 
directions. Witness requested Mr. Harrison to follow Stearn while he 
(Holmes) went in pursuit of Curtis, and, after а long chase, overtook him. 
On returning to the station-house he found Stearn there, having been 
brought in by Mr. Harrison. Upon searching the prisoners seven silk 
handkerchiefs were found on them, one being twisted round Stearn's leg, 
under his trousers. Mr. Harrison, better known as Professor Harrison, 
who, it will be remembered, claims to be considered the strongest man in the 
world, deposed: I keep the Opera Tavern, in Brydges-street. 1 was speak- 
ing to Sergeant Holmes this morning, and he drew my attention to the 
prisoners I should not have noticed them И he had uot pointed them 
out. Isaw them trying pockets, as he states, and when they got a hand- 
kerchief they bolted. SergeantiHolmes asked me to go y ' Steurn, and 
Idid so. He tried to dodge me round a waggon, „МИ L hold of him. 
He turned round aud punched me, andsomehow My list got against his 
nose (laughter) and made, it bleed. (Renewed laughter, which was 
increased by the prisoner аата putting his hand to his nose, which wus 
considerably swelled, and assuming a dolorous expression of countenance.) 
He tried to twist away, but I held him tight and took him to the station. 
Holmes suggested that it might be possible to tind the owners of the hand- 
kerchiefs found on the prisoner. With this view the magistrate 
remanded the prisoner.

On removing some of 
the harness he found a large open wound on its backbone—the wound 
being four and a half inches long and having a hole in the centre.

The horse wux 
brought to the front of the court, and a more pitlable spectacle has seldom 
been seen: the poor aniural's buck was a mass of corruption, and there is 
little doubt that but for the society's officer bringing the matter before the 
court the prisoner would have allowed it to die in the streets Mr. 
Tyrwhitt committed the prisoner for fourteen days, and said if the horse 
was not destroyed fresh proceedings would be taken against him when he 
came from prison. Thomas Chaik, father of the last prisoner, was flned 
5s., or seyen days, foralso working his horse in an unit state, the case 
also being prosecuted by the Royal Society.

EXTRAORDINARY CHArGE.—Matthew Ball, a young man, а seaman on 
board the steam tug Esther, was charged with being drunk, and causing the 
death of Mary Addle, a girl aged tifteen, by the upsetting of a boat on the 
river Thumos. From the evidence given, it appeared that the prisoner 
with Rubert Richards, the master of the Archer, were on shore ut Green- 
wich, on Saturday night, drinking at several public-houses, and met with 
the deceased and another girl about her own age, whom they treated to 
drink.

THE PRINCE OF WALES’ VISIT TO THE EAST: 


HavixG received no definite information of any place of note 
visited by the Prince up to the time of preparing our plates we take 
the opportunity of giving two scenes which may probably occupy 
the attention of his Royal Highness— viz., the Mosque on the 
Mount of Olives, as represented above, and a street in Mocha. The 
mosque is one of great interest and attraction, as the Mount of 
Olives commands a view of the whole city of Jerusalem, and 
nearly every particular building, including the Church of the Holy 
Sepulchre, the Armenian Convent, the Mosque of Omar, St. 
Stephen's Gate, the round-topped houses, and the barren vacancies 
in its circle, all of which will be more fuily described as we pro- 
ceed with our illustrations. 

Mocha is not a place of antiquity, but owes its importance from 
its being the principal port in the Red Sea. It is enclosed by 
walls and. indifferently fortified, and although it presents an im- 
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may be judged from our engraving below. It possesses three ex- 
tensive suburbs: one, oceupied by common Arab labourers; one, 
by Abyssinian mariners, and Mahomedan traders; and the other 
by the Jews, who are much despised and oppressed there. The 
principal article of export is coffee, although a very large portion 
of what is sold as Mocha does not really come from there. There is 
also a good export trade of gum-arabic, myrrh, frankincense, 
senna, sharks' fins, rhinoceros' horns and hides, and civet; but 
much of the trade has fallen off, being diverted to Muscat, Aden, 
and Loheia. The population is about 7,000. There are English 
residents in Mocha. 

Since the above was written, we have received the following 
interesting ja ticulars of the Prince of Wales’ visit to the Py- 
ramids :—
